A Calgary man, convicted 
of killing his wife in 1985, 
made a brief appearance in 
Didsbury Provincial Court 
last week. 

Richard Ferber, age 53, 
made the appearance to an¬ 
swer a charge of uttering 
deaths threats to a Cremona 
man between March 22 and 
April 18, 1993. 

Ferber was out on day pa¬ 
role at the Seventh Step Com¬ 
munity Residential Centre 
when he was arrested on the 
charge on May 8. 

The death threats were al¬ 
legedly made over the phone

I have been working In the flowerbeds this week, wonder¬ 
ing all (he time whether there is any point in my doing so, 
because things will probably get trampled when the old house 
comes down next month. I have to do it though. If I didn't, the 
grass and dandelions would take over and I would never get 
the beds clean again. 

Wonderful stuff grass, and as I carefully work a three foot 
root out of a clump of auricula I remind myself that, "all flesh 
is grass" and if grass wasn't so marvellously pervasive, and 
didn’t have such a wonderful way of working its way into every 
available space, the earth would dry up, the food chain would 
be destroyed, and all life would cease. 

Grass is far and away our most important plant. It forms 
one quarter of the earth’s vegetation and there are more than 
7,000 species that include sugarcane, bamboo, rice, millet, 
sorghum, com, wheat, barley, oats and rye. Today, to most 
people, "grass" means "lawn", and what was a wild plant has 
become a carefully controlled and labor intensive symbol of 
pride and status. We want our grass to be lush, green and 
even. It should lie there like a live carpet, weed free, evenly 
colored, confined to its own carefully prescribed area and 
definitely not in the flower beds. 

Grass, if left to it sown devices, will choke out your peonies, 
lift your paving stones and provide safe haven for slugs who 
creep out at night to eat your lettuce and tomatoes. Grass will 
eat up millions of dollars in fertilizer, lime, potash, bone meal 
and weed killer, while soaking up tons of water that might 
better be used for other things. Lawns require hours of care 
and countless man, woman and kid hours are spent in its 
grooming and feeding. In gratitude for all (his attention, grass 
just lies there harboring dew worms to make itself lumpy, and 
dandelions to make you crazy. Grass is either freshly cut or 
too long, if you have dogs, or even if your neighbor has dogs, 
grass has dead spots from their urine and worse spots from 
their more solid droppings. Grass is subject to weird diseases 
like fairy ring and mildew. If you leave it long in the fall it 
develops mouse runs and mold, if you leave it short it is 
subject to winter kill and bleaching. 

When we first came to the farm only the grass in the fenced, 
side yard was cut on a regular basis and the routine was fairly 
irregular. It depended upon when Ralph could find the time to 
doit. I couldn't start the balky gas mower and the push mower 
didn't work very well because I had run the car over its handle 
fairly early in our farm career. I think it would have still cut 
grass but the operator would have had to be well to the left side 
and cither bent double from the waist orwalkingon hisknees. 
As we acquired better mowers and more kid power we began 
cutting more grass. By the time the kids were teenagers we 
were cutting the clothes line yard, most of the front and bam 
yards and a strip part way down the lane. 

When Mark was about 14 he reasoned that he would save 
time if he had a bigger mower. He then saved time by spending 
countless hours welding together a lawn mower with a 10 I IP 
mower and front mounted synchronized blades on a 36 inch 
mower deck. If one happened to have an enormous lawn (hat 
was perfectly square, perfectly fiat, and had no silly affections 
like a house, flowerbed or firepit, the lawn mowerwould have 
saved time I guess but our yards are not flat and when Mark 
had finished cutting the grass the overall effect was of a 
haircut performed by adrunk barber on a moving target. In (he 
low spots the grass waved happily and went to seed. The high 
spots were bald. To give Mark credit, John Deere now makes 
alawnmowerwith a front mounted blade. 1 hope it floats better 
than his did. 

The manicured, weed free lawn is a modem phenomenon. 
In the mid 1800s people tried for a "natural" front yard with 
weeds, nettles, clover and dandelions. A Greek Garden of 400 
BC had mixed green grass and weeds mingled with wildlflowers 
to resemble a natural meadow. According to Harrowsmlth 
magazine this trend is returning. I don’t think II will catch on.

Response on municipal taxes 


Dear Editor: 

Re: From the Council Table. 
May 11. Review by Councillor 
Gayle Veno regarding taxes. 

Quote "In the budget Is a 
recreation deficit of $364.385.00 
that Is largely paid for by the 
Didsbury resident taxpayer ". 

To tell the taxpayer an In¬ 
crease of 17.6 percent on resi¬ 
dential and 13.8 percent on com¬ 
mercial Is necessary to subsi¬ 
dize the recreational facilities, 
which are also used by others 
than the taxpayer, is downright 
thievery! According to the fig¬ 
ures stated In this article, the 
major portion of our tax dollars 
are going to subsidize the new 
pool facility. 

The Motel Sports Complex 
which the Town requested me 
tobulld adjacent to the new pool 
would have subsidized the pool 
operation by approximately 
$75,000 annually In swimming 
ticket revenue and $25,000 
annually in taxes: not to men¬ 
tion the positive Income pro¬ 
ducing impact It would have 
created Job wise and revenue to 
local businesses, but spokes¬ 
person for this minority group 
(now councillor) Dan Peters and 
Chairman of the Economic De¬ 
velopment Appeal Board, saw 
fit to support this Invalid petl 
tlon: thereby killing a $3 million 
dollar development for this town. 
'Hie Plebiscite for the new pool 
was successful due largely to 


the revenue the Motel project 
would have produced to help 
subsidize the pool costs to the 
taxpayer. 

Inarecent Issueofthc Moun¬ 
tain View County News, once 
again Councillor Peters was pro 
posing to Council that X-rated 
movies be removed from t he new 
video store in town. What’s next 
Councillor Peters? Can wc ex¬ 
pect you to propose to Council 
that we ask the liquor store to 
stop selling liquor and the drug 
stores to stop selling birth con¬ 
trol pills and condoms at the 
request of quote: "Some Private 
Citizens" unquote. 

Town Council appears to be 
wasting time listening to pro¬ 
posals to destroy any positive 
commercial futuredevelopment 
In town and spending our tax 
dollars on whatever "tickles t heir 
fancy.”

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In defense of helicopter purchases 


Dear Editor: 

The self-fulfilling spectacle of 
the opposition parties condemn¬ 
ing the government’s plan to 
purchase the EH101 helicopter 
for the Navy and Search and 
Rescue units of the Canadian 
Forces, demands that Canadi¬ 
ans be given more Information 
concerning the program. 

The critics of the program 
create the Impression that the 
planned acquisition of new heli¬ 
copters Is a recent development. 
The facts confirm otherwise. The 
statement of requirement for a 
new replacement hellcopterwas 
first drafted In 1979. In 1986. 
ten consortiums were invited to 
respond to the icquest for pro¬ 
posals. Only two responded. In 
the process leading to the sign¬ 
ing of the Implementation eon- 
tract. which took place In 1992. 
five other helicopters were con¬ 
sidered against the EH 101. The 
estimated program costs varied 
from $3.5 to $4.4 billion. None 
came close to matching the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the EH 101 where 
the operational requirement 
were concerned. 

In their haste to discredit the 
program, the opposition parties 
have come up with a series of 
misleading remarks. 


The vitriolic and erroneous 
attacks continued throughout 
the monthly of March. Much of 
what has been stated Is untrue. 
Factual Information shows the 
total cost of the Eli 101 pro¬ 
gram. Including avionics, train¬ 
ing. etc.. Is $4.4 billion to be 
spread over 13 years. With In¬ 
flation. the eost could come to 
$5.5 billion or $446 million per 
year. 

The EH 101 Is not an attack 
helicopter. It Is a general pur¬ 
pose aircraft designed to con¬ 
duct surveillance missions, both 
undersea and above water. It Is 
a superior helicopter for the sup¬ 
port of naval operations In na¬ 
tional walers or throughout the 
world as a part of NATO or 1 Inlted 
Nations forces. It will contribute 
to the protection of Canadian 
sovereignty off our east and west 
coasts as well as In the An tic. 
As an added benefit. It can be 
used to support national 
(askings In search and rescue, 
fisheries patrol. Ice reconnais¬ 
sance. surveillance and Inter¬ 
diction of dnig smugglers, pol 
lutlon monitoring, medical 
evacuations, and humanitarian 
disaster relief missions. 

The crillcs would have us 
believe that the EH 101 was ac¬ 


quired primarily to fight Rus¬ 
sian submarines. This Is an¬ 
other false . assumption. 
Throughout the entire develop¬ 
ment and evaluation process, 
the E11101 has been Identified 
as a replacement to satisfy two 
Important requirements: the 
military and seareh and rescue 
tasking. When delivered, the 
EH 101 will replace two helicop¬ 
ters. the Sea King and the Lab¬ 
rador, and possibly the fixed- 
wing Buffalo. This alone will re¬ 
sult In considerable cost saving. 
As an example, the Labrador Is 
said lo be eleven times more 
expensive lo operate than an 
EH 101. 

The EH 101 can fly In excess 
of 500 miles without refueling 
and stay airborne for more than 
four hours. Day or night. In al¬ 
most any weather condition In¬ 
cluding unique Canadian “Ic¬ 
ing" conditions. II will be able to 
fly Into Isolated areas In any 
part of Canada and fly further 
offshore than elther the Sea King 
or labrador. It should l>e noted 
that the Labrador Is presently 
operating with (light restrictions 
which prevent It from proceed¬ 
ing Into mountain areas above 
cerlaln alt It i ides, or offshore be¬ 
yond short distances. 


It has been suggested that In 
order to save money, a major 
refurbish Ing program for t he Sea 
King and Labrador should be 
undertaken. At best this would 
Increase safety and supportabll- 
ity, and provide limited systems 
upgrade at a eost of $2.8 billion. 
The life of the helicopters would 
be extended by approximately 
ten years. At the end of Its ex¬ 
tended life, the Sea King would 
have been In service for 4 7 years, 
and the Labrador. 57 years. In 
ten short years, we would be 
faced with replacing the refur¬ 
bished Sea King and Labrador 
at a time when the EH 101 would 
be comfortably Into Its normal 
life span. 

One of the elements of the 
EH 101 program which Is always 
Ignored by those who oppose It 
are the economic benefits which 
will be shared by every region of 
the country. The EH 101 pro¬ 
gram will generate an opportu¬ 
nity for more than four hundred 
Canadian companies to engage 
In. and strengthen, activity In 
the electronic and high technol¬ 
ogy sector. The program offers 
potential for thousands of Jobs. 
Trade unions would be well ad¬ 
vised to examine this aspect of 
the program. It might provide 
them with good reason to disas¬ 
sociate themselves with, and 
cease financial support of. the 


New Democratic party. 

It cannot be denied that 
Canada's defence establishment 
Is moving through a very deli¬ 
cate transitional period. The fact 
that Canada must build a navy 
for the 21st century appears to 
escape the opposition critics. 
All this comes at a time when 
the events and forces reshaping 
the world, present new chal¬ 
lenges and generate new risks 
with each passing day. Our for¬ 
eign and defence policies need 
careful re-evaluatlon. In the In¬ 
terim. our government should 
not be unduly Influenced by the 
narrowly focused pressure 
groups which would take 
Canada out of NATO. NORAI) 
and reduce the viability of our 
armed forces, all at the expense 
of preserving our security and 
sovereignty. 

It Is unfortunate that the 
EH 101 program has become a 
purely political Issue. It repre¬ 
sents an Important and vital 
equipment acquisition. It Is a 
program which demands that 
partisan polities be tempered 
while Canadians learn more 
alK>ut the Importance of the pro¬ 
gram.

Government will balance 
budget within 4 years 

Thursday evening. May 6th. 
Provincial Treasurer Jim Din¬ 
ning outlined the government's 
plan to balance the budget by 
1996-97. This will be accom¬ 
plished through reduced spend¬ 
ing. Increased efficiency and leg¬ 
islation which sets specific re¬ 
duction goals for each year. 
There will be no tax Increases, 
no new taxes. and no sales tax. 

The budget Is the first step In 
getting Alberta’s fiscal course 
back on track. This year, we will 
be reducing spending by $690 


million, a reduction of 22 per¬ 
cent. 

We have cut $ 130 million by 
eliminating waste and 
suplicatlon. and by reorganlz- 
Ingand downslzlnggovemment. 
The operating budgets of 14 
depart ments have been cut. and 
we will reduce the civil service 
by 2.575 positions. Our review 
of all aspects of government will 
focus on performance and re¬ 
sults. 

The highlight of this year's 
budget Is legislation to balance 
the budget by 1996-97. The 
Deficit Elimination Act requires 
deficit reductions of $690 mil¬ 
lion this year. $700 million In 
1994-95. $800 million In 1995- 
96. and elimination of the re¬ 
maining deficit In 1996-97. If 
the government falls to meet Its 
deficit target In one year, the 
budget for the followlngyear will 
be reduced even further to en¬ 
sure that the balanced budget 
target Is met. Gains In revenue 
must be applied to the deficit or 
debt. Profits from the sale of 
government assets will go di¬ 
rectly towards the deficit. There 
are no loopholes In this legisla¬ 
tion.

In 1952 the government of 
the day decided It was Impor¬ 
tant to make provision for Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament who were 
retiring and to look after widows 
of Members of Parliament who 


died while serving In Parliament, 
providing they had a long at¬ 
tachment to the House. 

The Issue that brought the 
matter first to the attention of 
the House was the death of 
Gordon Graydon. a very highly 
respected Member of Parliament 
from Ontario, who served In the 
House for a very long period of 
time. I le devoted a great deal of 
his effort and private wealth to 
belnga Parliamentarian. He died 
virtually bankrupt. I ils wife had 
nothing and Parliament was 
most upset that he had not been 
able to provide for her. This 
lneldent provoked Parliament 
Into creating the Members of 
Parliament Retiring Allowance 
Act. 

Here Is how It works - M.P.’s 
are required to pay 11 percent 
of their earnings Into the fund, 
or alxnit $7,000 a year. The 
government matehes the mem¬ 
ber’s contributions. If a Mem¬ 
ber serves for six years mini¬ 
mum. then hls or her claim to a 
retirement allowance becomes 
vested. Until a Member serves 
for six years all that happens Is 
that a member gets back hls or

A survey of customer’s views 
on the Inclusion of X-rated vld 
cos In the new Video View store 
will determine the fate of the 
special section. 

Video View owner Gordon 
Hillman said he wants to see 
how the majority of his custom¬ 
ers feel about the availability of 
the adult videos before making 
a decision on pulling them from 
his Dldsbury store shelves. 

I llllmansald concern over Ihe 
videos raised by customers and 
other local residents sparked 
him Into offering the survey. 

"We always try to get along 
well In the community we are 
In." he said. "About 4 or 5 people 
have raised a concern. We felt 
that was enough that we had to 
find out what the majority of 
people wanted.” 

The survey, available at the 
store, asks customers to check 
one of three choices which best 
represents their feelings on the 
adult movies. The choices are: 
1. feel strongly against the vid¬ 
eos and want them removed. 2. 
wantto see the store continue to 
carry the vldoes. 3. regardless 
of personal opinion of the video, 
adults have the right to watch 
whatever they like and feel the 
videos should stay as long as 
they are handled discretely. 

Hillman said the response to 
the survey has been grxxl. He 
hopes to get as wide a response 
as possible to the survey before 
It wraps tip at the end of the 
month. 


"It’s not that big a deal, we 
will pull them If Ihe majority of 
people want them out." he said. 
"We want to show people that 
we don’t Just have a lllppant 
attitude. We will listen, and that 
works the other wav ttx).

AGT’s Toll-Free Action Line 
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Interac direct payment launched in Alberta 


The national rollout of the 
Intrmc Direct Payment debit 
card service continued today, 
with the launch of the service In 
t he province of Alberta. The serv¬ 
ice Is also available In Quebec, 
the National Capital Region, the 
Territories and British Colum¬ 
bia. 

Interne Direct Payment allows 
consumers to use the same 
cards they use for cash with¬ 
drawal at automated banking 
machines (AL3Ms) to purchase 
goods and services at partici¬ 
pating retail outlets. It Is based 
on a technology called electronic 
funds transfer at the point of 
sale (EFT/POS). The amount of 
a purchase transaction Is trans¬ 
ferred electronically from the 
consumer’s account to the mer¬ 
chant's account. 

"Consumers In Alberta will 
now have one more payment 
option, an electronic payment 
option." said Fred Harris. Oen- 


commodate a new payment op¬ 
tion," said Marc-Andre’ 
Lacombe. Interac Association's 
Ihiblk- Affairs Counsellor, speak¬ 
ing In Edmonton. "This will lead 
to broad acceptance, as con¬ 
sumer demand builds and ac¬ 
cessibility to the service In¬ 
creases." 

The national rollout of Interne 
Direct Payment began In Sep¬ 
tember 1992 In B.C.. the Terri¬ 
tories and Quebec, following a 
pilot test and regional launch In 
Ottawa Hull.

Handle pesticides safely 

Spraying season Is fast ap- 
proachlnganrl with It comes the 
need to handle pesticides. Be 
sure to do It safely. 

The first step to pesticide 
safety Is to know the product 
you are handling. The broad 
term pesticides Includes herbi¬ 
cides. Insecticides and 
fungicides. 

Know the mode of action of 
the pesticide you are handling. 
The mode of action refers to how 
the pesticide ads to kill the pest. 
It varies from contact to sys¬ 
temic. (absorbed Into the plant) 
and remember the mode of ac¬ 
tion will be the same on you If 
you come In contact with the 
pesticide. 

Extra protection must 
be worn when handling 
highly toxic pesticides 
(high LD50's). 

Pesticides vary In acute mam¬ 
malian toxicity. Toxicity Is meas¬ 
ured by the LD50 number for 
the product. The lower the LD50 
number the more toxic the pes-

tlclde. LD50 numbers (In mg/ 
kg) below 500 Indicates high 
toxicity, 500-1.000 Indicates 
moderate toxicity, 1.000 -2.500 
Indicates low toxicity and greater 
than 2.500 Indicates very low 
toxicity. These numbers are 
given for each product In Crop 
Protection with Chemicals (The 
Blue Book).

The Great Drug Round-Up Is 
the most successful drug dis¬ 
posal program of Its kind. For 
the entire month of May, 
veterinarians have Joined phar¬ 
macists In collecting outdated 
and unused animal and human 
medication. 

Veterinarians are Just start¬ 
ing to build an awareness of 
their Involvement In the cam¬ 
paign. Last year, they received 
over 3 tonnes of unused and 
outdated animal medication. 
The oldest return was an uni¬ 
dentified bottle of prescription 
liquid dispensed to a producer 
in July of 1957. Veterinarians 
also received a quantity of an 
antibiotic banned for use on food 
producing animals in 1985.

Crime rate drops in Olds

Despite losing one policeman, 
the Olds RCMP detachment 
hopes to maintain a declining 
crime rate. 

Sergeant Dave Lee told town 
councillors last Monday night 
that "Crime Is down consider¬ 
ably. Last year at this time our 
previous break and enters In 
town were at 17 and so far for 
the same period this year we're 
only at nine. Our total criminal 
offences for this quarter have 
gone down some forty percent to 
almost half of what they were 
last year so that’s encouraging. 
I lowever In the last three weeks 
we have been hit with a number 
of Industrial break Ins. These 
are professionals. They have 
police scanners so they know 
where the police are at all times. 
They know what they're shop¬ 
ping for and they've got their 
customers already laid out.” 

Lee said that the Olds de¬ 
tachment will be losing a mem¬ 
ber and securing a replacement 
may take a few months. 

"We have a member. Consta¬ 
ble Claude Hlebert, who's retir¬ 
ing this month. His departure 
date Is July. However with leave 
and holidays his last day will 
actually be the fifteenth of May. 
so we ll be down one policeman 
until a replacement is named 
and transferred in. [Obtaining a 
replacement! could take until 
1 late fall." 

Constable Hlebert has been 
with the force for 20 years and 
has been In Olds “four years 
almost to the day.” When asked 
about future plans he re¬ 
sponded. "I'm planning on mak¬ 
ing no plans." but said he was 
considering a move to British 
Columbia. 

Hlebert was the RCMP liai¬ 
son for the Rural Crime Watch 
program.

It's Just another computer mes¬ 
sage'. and they hang up. We try 
to keep it for crime that Is sig¬ 
nificant.” 

Constable Al Stillwell will be 
taking over Rural Crime Watc h 
liaison duties after Constable 
Hlebert departs.

Curling rink project well underway

A project to turn the old Sun- 
dre curling rink Into youth and 
student centre Is well underway. 

Project spokesperson Joe 
Henze said the renovations to 
the rink are nearly completed 
and the organizers hope to have 
the facility operational by the 
fall. 

“We reversed the cooling sys¬ 
tem and turned It Into a heating 
system by adding a boiler,” 
Henze said. "Now It's been heated 
and a contractor. Will Phillips, 
who wants to turn part or the 
building Into a youth centre has 


been doing all the contracting 
work.” 

Henze, a school board trus¬ 
tee and Sid Vollmln, local busi¬ 
ness owner, have been working 
on the project for almost a year. 
It has been their vision to turn 
the abandoned rink, which lies 
adjacent to t he elementary/Jun¬ 
ior high school. Into a hands-on. 
Industrial arts type workshop. 

"(We) felt It was necessary for 
a hands on place for the kids, to 
help keep them In schcx>l lo¬ 
calise they aren't all as aca¬ 
demically Inclined ."Henze said. 

The curling rink and land 
was purchased alK»ut 10 years 
ago by the county because of Its 


proximity to the school. Henze 
said the county felt obligated to 
buy the facility to ensure It was 
used appropriately. 

They felt It was better to buy 
It because It was so close to the 
schcxil rather than let a com¬ 
pany. maybe llkea trucking com¬ 
pany buy It. because of safety 
for the school kids." he said. T Ip 
to now the schixil lioard has 
used It for storage.” 

I lenze said they had hoped to 
open the facility this spring but 
were held up by Sundrc town 
council's concerns over build¬ 
ing safety. As a result, the project 
coordinators recently had an 
engineering study completed. 


"The building Is safe, though 
we do have to do some minor 
renovations to It." he said. 

Henze said all the money for 
completing the project has been 


donated privately. no tax money 
has been used. Volunteer labor 
has accounted for the majority 
of the effort put Into the renova¬ 
tion work.

The persecuted sect sought

Charles Ora Card drew his 
companions around him. 

"Brethren. I have an Inspiration 
that the Buffalo Plains Is where 
we want to go." he said. "If the 
buffalo can live there, so can the 
Mormons." 

It was October. 1886. and 
Card and two others were stand¬ 
ing In British Columbia's Mis¬ 
sion Valley. looking east toward 
the mountains. Members of the 
Church of Latter-Day Saints In 
Utah, they had been sent by 
church president John Taylor 
to find an "asylum" for their 
people under "British Justice" In 
Canada. 

The U.S. government had re¬ 
cently dissolved the 56-year-old 
Mormon church for practising 
polygamy. Children of polyga¬ 
mous marriages were declared 
illegitimate, and more than 
1.300 Mormons had been Im¬ 
prisoned. Charles Card, a son- 
in-law of the great Mormon 
leader Brigham Young, had him¬ 
self been arrested and Jailed, Cardston In 1897. The town’s success seemed like a miracle, but 
but he managed to escape to some Albertans feared the newcomers, (photo credit: Glenbow Archh<es) 
fulfil his president's assignment.

Wells attributes her curiosity 
and enthusiasm for life to a back¬ 
ground of firm but loving guid¬ 
ance and education that cov¬ 
ered “all the things that really 
count" courtesy her father and 
grandmother. Having lost her 
own mother as an Infant. Wells 
doubly treasures the close rela¬ 
tionship she has with her 9 chil¬ 
dren. 

“One thing 1 was taught as a 
child and firmly maintain Is that 
It's Important to listen, and not 
Just hear. "Wells said. Thcre'sa 
difference you know. Children 
need to have roots and wings so 
they can learn to tly on their 
own. And equality Is vitally Im¬ 
portant In raising children, too. 
There Is no such thing as a “he” 
or "she" Job. My husband did a 
better Job on the floors than I 
did, and If the lawn needed 
mowing, you certainly didn't watt 
until there was a man around, 
you went and mowed the lawn 
yourself." 

Wells extends her common 
sense approach to the larger 
picture by maintaining thal In¬ 
dividuals can make a difference 
In Canada. 

"It's up to us. it’s not so much 
t he government who are respon - 
stble for the state we're In. but 
the people who elected them 
Into office. [Politicians) need 
guidance and feedback. You 
wouldn't hand your two-year- 
old a .22 rifle and a bullet and 
say ‘don't shoot anything', would 
you? At times, though, [elected 
representatives) can act like 
children throwing a tantrum. If 
a stranger or an alien came to 
Canada and watched our par¬ 
liamentary pnx ess In action they 
would soon be In utter shook 
after witnessing the barbaric 
goings-on. The name oalllngdls- 
traets from the governing." 

Wells often "bums the mid¬ 
night oil", composing poems on 
all aspeets of life.

She says she never sends 
store bought greeting cards, pre¬ 
ferring to draft personalized 
verses for all occasions. 

One gratlfled recipient gath¬ 
ered scores ol poems Wells had 
sent to her over the years and 
had them printed and l>ound In 
aeollectlon Wells treasures. Her 
children also appreciate and 
encoi irage her poelk- expression. 
One poem submitted to a maga¬ 
zine (unbeknownst to her) was 
published by the Canadian Mili¬ 
tary Journal In the winter 1975 
Issue. 

She uses poetry to vent exas¬ 
peration over apathy and Igno¬ 
rance as In this excerpt from 
“Our Countree": 

“Pull up the brceks and toe 
the line. 

For Canada's sake, for yours 
and mine. 

Else soon we’ll mareh to a 
different tune. 


Our flag the Maple, could 
come doon." 

She sidesteps praise of her 
work, calling her aptitude for 
prose and poetry "a gift". 

"I'm me. 1'mjust Liz. You take 
me as you And me or you’re out 
of luck.” 

She says her Inspiration is 
set free most often at night when 
there are fewer distractions and 
credits her father with Instilling 
the Insight she brings to her 
poetry. An exeerpt from a poem 
entlik'd “My Legaey" sketehes 
the genesis behind much of her 
work: 

"I’ve been given a legacy be- 
yond compare. 

One that I think Is wealth I 
should share... 

The greatest on earth are the 
humblest In heart. 

They know God gave them 
their very start... 

My Had also taught me to live

While she enjoys read¬ 
ing. sewing, and craft work, these 
sedentary activities don't mean 
she's content to sit on the side¬ 
lines of life and wait for an Invi¬ 
tation to dance. She was a li¬ 
censed pilot until she no longer 
had time to put In the necessary 
flying hours required and when 
someone Innocently suggested 
women weren't cut out to be 
truckers, she promptly made 
arrangements to learn how to 
drive a big rig. While not a lin¬ 
guist. Wells Is conversant In 
several languages and is cur¬ 
rently studying Norwegian In 
order to be able to read Ibsen In 
hls native tongue.
